NEW YORK The reported use of “Geronimo” as a code- 
word in the operation that led to Osama bin Laden’s 
killing has angered some Native Americans and threat- 
ens to become an embarrassment for the Obama ad- 
ministration. 

Geronimo was an Apache warrior leader who fought 
for tribal lands against U.S. and Mexican forces in the 
19th century and who, like bin Laden, evaded capture 
for many years. He was held as a U.S. prisoner of war 
from the time he was captured in 1886 until his death 
in 1909. 

Bin Laden, the al-Qaida leader who masterminded 
the Sept. II, 2001, attacks, was shot in the head by 
U.S. forces who stormed his compound in Pakistan on 
Monday after a decade-long manhunt. 

It has been widely reported that U.S. forces said 
“Geronimo EKIA {Enemy KiUed in Action}” to con- 
firm bin Laden’s death. 

The Senate Committee on Indian Affairs will discuss 
on Thursday concerns raised over “the linking of the 
name of Geronimo, one of the greatest Native American 
heroes, with the most hated enemy of the United States,” 
said Loretta TieU, the committee’s chief counsel. 

While the Geronimo codeword for the bin Laden 
operation has been widely reported, the Pentagon has 
not confirmed it. Pentagon officials did not immedi- 
ately respond to requests for reaction to the objections 
by Native Americans. 

“To equate Geronimo or any other Native Ameri- 
can figure with Osama bin Laden, a mass murderer 
and cowardly terrorist, is painful and offensive to our 
Tribe and to all native Americans,” wrote Jeff Houser, 
chairman of the Port Sill Apache Tribe, in a letter to 
President Obama. 


Amid heated debate, 
Obama refuses 
to release photo of 
bln Laden’s corpse

WASHINGTON Not wanting to inflame 
passions or appear to gloat. President 
Obama decided Wednesday against re- 
leasing a gruesome photo of Osama bin 
Laden’s corpse. 

“There’s a long history of images like 
that being used to rally opinion against 
people, to turn people into heroes,” 
White House press secretary Jay Carney 
said. A senior Democratic official close 
to the White House said that Obama 
was “never in favor” of releasing a photo. 

The photo decision— following in- 
tense debate within the administration 
and by the public— came as the U.S. 


continued pressing the Pakistani govern- 
ment on how it could not have known 
the al-Qaida leader was living near a mili- 
tary academy in Abbottabad when he was 
killed by U.S. special forces early Monday 

Investigators, meanwhile, continued 
poring over a trove of materials gathered 
at bin Laden’s hideout. 

The haul includes 10 hard drives, five 
computers and more than 100 storage 
devices such as discs, DVDs and thumb 
drives, a senior U.S. official said. The ma- 
terials might provide clues on al-Qaida 
members and potential plots for future 
attacks. 

At a Senate Judiciary Committee 
hearing Wednesday U.S. Attorney Gen- 
eral Eric Holder said of evidence taken 
from the residence, ‘As we glean infor- 
mation from that material, we will make 
appropriate decisions with regard to 
who might we add to the terrorist watch 


list, the no-fly list, all those things.” 

Since bin Laden was killed and bur- 
ied at sea, the administration has been 
under some pressure to release a photo 
proving he was dead. 

The president noted that few credible 
people have questioned the death and 
that conspiracy theorists would not be 
satisfied with a photo, the senior Demo- 
cratic official said. 

That position was supported by De- 
fense Secretary Robert Gates and Secre- 
tary of State Hillary Clinton, the Demo- 
cratic official said. 

“We don’t trot out this stuff as tro- 
phies,” Carney quoted Obama as saying 
in an interview earlier Wednesday with 
“60 Minutes.” 

“This is somebody who was deserving 
of the justice he received,” Obama said 
in the interview. “But we don’t need to 
spike the football.” 


‘Killing video’ links 
house cyber viruses

Computer hackers are exploiting the fascination with 
the death of Osama bin Laden to spread malicious 
software through scams that promise access to videos 
of the historic killing. 

One of the campaigns targets Eacebook users, who 
receive emails purportedly from friends who urge 
them to cut and paste a string of malicious text they 
are told will give them access to a video of bin Laden’s 
killing. 

When users follow the directions in the email, they 
end up granting hackers full access to their account, 
said Mikko Hypponen, chief research officer for anti- 
virus software maker E- Secure. 

The hackers then use that access to propagate the 
virus and send spam to the users’ friends, he said.

‘Everybody who 
knew her liked her’ 

Friends mourn woman killed by tour bus while crossing street

Justyna Palka always played the big sister 
when she came to Chicago from Germany 
to visit family friends as a girl. 

She was the one who helped the other 
girls ride bicycles without training wheels. 
She brushed their hair before school and 
taught them about makeup and doing their 
nails. 

“She would play with us. We grew up to- 
gether,” said Monika Moskal, 19, a family 
friend. “We considered each other as fam- 

iiy” 

Moskal was still trying to cope with the 
news that Palka, 26, had been struck and 
killed by a tour bus Tuesday night as she 
crossed a busy street near her home in 
Streeterville. 

“It’s a tragedy for the whole family be- 
cause the only daughter is gone,” Moskal 
said. 

Palka, of the 400 block of North Mc- 


Clurg Court, was in a crosswalk on Colum- 
bus Drive at Illinois Street when the bus 
turned into the intersection and hit her at 
about 6:50 p.m., police said. 

Witnesses said the traffic lights on Illi- 
nois were green and that pedestrians had 
the right of way to cross Columbus. It did 
not appear the bus was carrying passengers, 
they said. 

The bus driver remained in police cus- 
tody Wednesday evening, but no charges 
had been announced. 

Palka was taken to Northwestern Memo- 
rial Hospital, where she was pronounced 
dead at 7:04 p.m., according to the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office. 

According to Palka’s personal website, 
she was born in Krakow, Poland, and grew 
up in Dortmund, Germany before moving 
to the U.S. in 2005. She graduated from the 
School of the Art Institute of Chicago in 
2009 with a bachelor’s degree in fine arts 


and a concentration in visual communica- 
tion. 

Palka worked as an art director and 
graphic designer at the communications 
firm of Ogilvy & Mather, said Jack Rooney 
president of the company’s Chicago office. 
He said the company is in contact with 
Palka’s family 

Palka “was wonderfully talented,” said 
Kristopher Choma, who worked with her 
at Ogilvy & Mather. “She was a kind and 
sweet and generous person. Everybody 
who knew her liked her, and everybody 
who knew her is devastated.” 

Palka also worked for Chicago maga- 
zine, a Tribune Co. holding. Art director 
Jennifer Moore said she was an intern for 
the publication in early 2010 before mov- 
ing to Ogilvy & Mather. 

“I’m completely shocked,” Moore said. 
“She was a great worker and she showed a 
lot of promise.”

The original release announcing the 
“Osama bin Laden Is Rot’n” party was 
greeted by angry emails from some who re- 
ceived it. Empower said. 

‘Arrive at Uncle Fatty’s decked out in 
your favorite American-style swagger that 
represents your love of your country for no 
cover charge,” read Monday’s first release. 
“This means garb sporting our nation’s flag, 
your favorite team USA t-shirt and any oth- 
er creative clothing item you can think of 

“The staff will is pulling {sic} out all the 
stops for this event with specialty cocktails 
like ‘The Floating Terrorist’ and ‘Osama 
Been Shot’— a blood red shooter made 
with vodka and grenadine.”

“While some might have taken refuge in 
the accomplishments and career of their fa- 
ther, this mayor, Richard M. Daley, sought 
to establish his own road to leadership and 
accomplishment by the pursuit of his own 
agenda. Now, decades later ... this mayor 
stands tall in his own right, by his own 
achievement, by his own character and by 
his own hand.” 


Burke noted Maggie Daley’s work on be- 
half of children and the arts. “Her courage 
and nobility are an inspiration, and she truly 
is a Chicago profile in courage,” Burke said. 

Maggie Daley was not at the meeting. She 
returned to the hospital earlier this week 
to be treated for what doctors described 
as “flulike symptoms” as she continues her 
long battle with cancer.

Homicide tracker 

By Tracy Swartz 1 redeye 
Chicago last week surpassed 100 homi- 
cides for 2011, a RedEye analysis of pre- 
liminary police data found. 

The 100th homicide victim was a 
25-year-old man shot to death April 27 in 
the 3900 block of West Thomas Street 
in Humboldt Park, RedEye determined. 

A 26-year-old man was fatally shot in 
the 3600 block of West Harrison Street 
in East Garfield Park later that evening, 
police said. 

It took longer for Chicago to log its 
100th homicide than in past years. This 
mark was reached April 15 in 2010, April 
22 in 2009 and April 11 in 2008, RedEye 
data shows. 

In the last week, gunshot homicides 
were recorded in Austin, Kenwood, the 
Near West Side and Roseland, RedEye 
determined. 

April ended last week with 30 homi- 
cides, down from 47 homicides logged 
in April last year, RedEye found. There’s 
been one homicide so far in May. Forty- 
eight homicides were recorded in May 
2010, RedEye determined.

Floodwaters spread 
across Midwest, South 


An engorged Mississippi River spilled out onto huge swaths of farm- 
land in the South and Midwest on Wednesday, creating massive flood- 
ing from Minnesota to Louisiana. 

Heavy rains spawned flooding that meteorologists say is not ex- 
pected to fully relent until early June. Areas along the Ohio River Ba- 
sin also experienced heavy flooding as residents evacuated low-lying 
areas across the region. 

The flnal crevasse, or break, in the Birds Point-New Madrid levee 
was expected to be opened by Wednesday night, according to a state- 
ment from the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

Earlier, the Corps intentionally breached the levee on the Mis- 
sissippi River, helping ease unprecedented flood pressure on other 
areas. 

The Ohio River level had dropped about 1.7 feet at Cairo, 111 ., since 
Monday afternoon, before the blast, but that was expected to level off 
later Wednesday 

The breach, created when engineers detonated explosives late 
Monday night at Birds Point, Mo., is sending 396,000 cubic feet per 
second of water onto 200 square miles of fertile Missouri farmland. 

The water is coursing across a floodway that Missouri Gov Jay Nix- 
on described as “literally the most productive part of our continent.” 

Earmer Bryan Eeezor said the sight makes you “sick to your stom- 
ach” as he surveyed his submerged flelds. 

“Earming is all I ever have done ... and it’s under water,” he said. “I 
really don’t know {what I’m going to do}.”

Officials confirm

At least 178 tornadoes were part 
of the severe weather that raked 
the Midwest and South last month, 
making it the largest recorded 
tornado outbreak in U.S. history, 
the National Weather Service said 
Wednesday. The number of twist- 
ers surpassed the previous record 
of 148 tornadoes in the 
April 3-4, 1974, outbreak, the 
Weather Service said. 


Bad election news 
for Palin, Trump 

A majority of Americans say they 
would never support Sarah Palin 
or Donald Trump for president, 
according to a new national poll. 
A Quinnipiac University survey 
released Wednesday indicates 
that 58 percent of the public says 
they would never vote for Palin, 
with an equal amount saying the 
same thing about the billionaire 
businessman. 


Mubarak could 
face execution 

Former Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak could be exe- 
cuted if he is convicted of ordering 
the killing of protesters, Egypt’s 
justice minister said. In his first 
TV interview since taking office, 
the new justice minister said last 
week that Egyptian courts would 
not shy away from sentencing 
Mubarak to death.

How to get in and 
get out without 
breaking the bank 

By Emily Van Zandt 

You probably can’t afford The Aviary 

At least, you probably don’t think you can. 
I know I didn’t. With the team from Alinea 
at the helm and Grant Achatz’s much-hyped 
Next basically sharing the space, my 24-year- 
old’s starting salary didn’t stand a chance 
against this futuristic cocktail kitchen, right? 
Well, kind of 

While it may not seem right to slap the 
term “accessible” on a cocktail lounge with 
a $28 drink on the menu. The Aviary (955 
W Fulton Market) isn’t as scary as you 
may think. Yes, you can get in and out and 
still make rent. Tes, you can go even if you 
don’t know the difference 
between a sazerac and a 
sidecar, ^s, you can skip 
the wardrobe panic— dark 
denim and that Gap top 
will blend in just fine in this 
sleek, but not stuffy space. 

Stick with me. It’s going to 

be OK. To drink classy you’ve 
got to travel broke. That 
means no cabs, do you hear 
me? Put your hand down. 

One unfortunate side effect 
of The Aviary’s industrial- 
chic West Loop location 
is limited public transit 
options. The Grand Blue Line stop is a bit 
of a haul, but if you can find your way to the 
Halsted bus, it gets you within four blocks 
at Halsted and Fulton Market. It may not be 
the best-smelling four-block haul (think lots 
of meat trucks), but we’re on a mission here. 
And you just saved $20. 


Drinking here is a team sport. If you’re going 
to be enjoying your cocktails with a few bud- 
dies, you’ll need a game plan. If one person 
is ready to throw down half a paycheck 
while everyone else is wincing at the idea 
of dropping $30, things are gonna get real 
awkward, real quick. Be upfront about your 
expectations. Better yet, make plans to hit up 
a dive when you’re done. Oh, and make sure 
nobody has anything contagious— you’re go- 
ing to want to do the pass-around. 

Skip the food. At $6, the piece of wagyu with 
smoked paprika, pumpkin seed and yogurt 
can go on record as the most expensive 
bite of food I’ve ever put in my mouth. The 
“bites” menu is literally just that: single-bite 
snacks, ordered in groups of three for $3-$6 
per bite. I’m not saying they’re not delicious, 
but it’s hard to justify $5 for a bite of foie gras 
when you know you’re going to be downing 
mini-corndogs later. 

Make it count. It is totally 
possible to get in and out of 
Aviary for $25. Repeat after 
me: One. Cocktail. Actually 
you’ll be getting three: Avi- 
ary doles out a small amuse 
cocktail at the start of the 
meal and a delicious take on 
a flip just before you leave. 
Keeping in mind that the av- 
erage drink falls around $16, 
and an 18 percent gratuity is 
automatically added to your 
group’s bill, and you’re going 
to have to exercise restraint. 
Think about your goal: 

Are you iooking to catch a buzz? I would 
hardly consider my friends novice drinkers, 
and we were surprised when just one cocktail 
was enough to feel it. Try In the Rocks ($18), 
a strong, citrusy bourbon cocktail, not unlike 
an old fashioned, encased in an ice egg that 




swizzle with a piece of lemongrass to create 
the perfect play of spicy and sweet with a 
melt-in-your-mouth texture. You can thank 
me later. 


Are you looking to impress your friends with 
a Facebook photo of the craziest-iooking 
cocktaii? Opt for The Blueberry ($19). It 
comes to the table in a glass dubbed the 
porthole. The circular glass container, stuffed 
with all sorts of fruit, herbs and flowers (not 
to mention sweet vermouth and rye) is not 
only gorgeous to look at in the glow of a 
candle, but its delicious fruit-and-tea taste 
gets a little stronger with each pour.

It’s 
molecular gastronomy in a glass —a liquid 
nitrogen-shot mixture of ginger, lime juice, 
sugar and water spread in the glass like snow 
and garnished with bits of chilies and micro 
shiso leaves. At the table you’ll pour in the 
sidecar glass of water, sugar and vodka and

don’t ask for the check, you’re going to be 
playing a really fun game with your friends 
soon. It’s called “over or under $200.” No- 
body wins.

Q&A: 

The Aviary’s 
Craig Schoettler 


Exec chef on the cage, the 
crowd and The Blueberry 

By Emily Van Zandt 

Fresh off his second weekend at The Aviary 
executive chef Craig Schoettler, 24, took a 
few minutes out of a precious day off to chat 
about cocktails and more. 

How has everything been going so far? 

It’s good. We just finished our first full week 
yesterday. We’re still a long way from where we 
want it to be, but I think we’re getting there. 

What has been the most popular cocktail? 

The Blueberry. The Blueberry, the Ginger and In 
the Rocks have been the most popular. 

Why? 

A lot of it is that when the Blueberry gets 
brought to the dining room to one table, anoth- 
er table will say: “Hey, what’s that? I want that.” 
So it’s word of mouth within the restaurant. 

How many cocktails are you 
churning out per night? 

The average is about 210 or 220. 



How do you go about creating the 
amuse-bouche cocktails? 

The amuse is usually done with fresh produce. 
It’s something that needs to be inviting, wel- 
coming and something that everyone would 
enjoy, since nobody’s ordering it. It’s also a 
thing for seasonality. Right now there’s a lot of 
fresh rhubarb juice or fresh strawberry juice. 
Stuff that we’re getting from one of the farms 
up in Michigan that we work with and stuff that 
reminds people of spring. 


Which drink is most complicated to make? 

The Blueberry. [Its custom “porthole” glass] has 
three pieces: Two glass pieces and the center. 
We have to assemble it, put all the herbs and 
the tea and the spices and all the fruit in it and 
then we have to screw the top back on. It has to 
be assembled in a certain way so that the gas- 
kets are flush and it holds the seal so it doesn’t 
leak. 

Was it difficult to train everyone to 
use the specific glassware? 

You get better at it the more you do it. When 
we first started playing around with [the port- 
hole], we had a lot that were leaking. We’ve 
gotten down the nuance of how to tighten ev- 
erything correctly. 

Is it difficult to get used to working in, essen- 
tially, a cage where people are constantly 
peering in and taking photos? 

It’s definitely a change of pace because I 
come from a cooking background and you 
don’t normally stand that close to the guests 
in a kitchen. I’m starting to get acclimated to 
people talking behind me and dealing with the 
volume. It definitely changes the taste from a 
closed kitchen. It’s a different ballgame than 
we’re used to, especially coming from the 
Alinea kitchen, which is a very quiet kitchen. It’s 
a different beast. 


The staff is young. Do you think that the 
crowd will skew that way? 

This is the question that we’ve asked ourselves 
for months. We’ve debated back and forth and 
what it basically comes down to is we have no 
idea. Your guess would be that the people who 
have been to Alinea and enjoy Alinea will come 
because they want to see what Grant is doing 
next. The foodies will come because the Alinea 
name is attached to it and then you have the 
bar ... what do you call them? Cocktail-ists will 
come simply because it’s a bar that’s not a bar. 

How will the menu at The Aviary change? 

It will more evolve. I don’t feel that a flat change 
is good anywhere. Because then nobody 
knows what they’re talking about. It will be one 
of those things that depends on what comes 
in, especially with produce. Rhubarb is coming 
in more consistently now, so maybe we’ll put 
a rhubarb cocktail on there. In summer, the 
peaches and the tomatoes will be in and we’ll 
start cycling other things off. The concepts will 
stay. The porthole may not be the Blueberry for 
the whole year because they won’t be in sea- 
son, but there might be another fruit-forward 
cocktail that goes in there.

Turning your body into that of a god is a weird 
process. 

Chris Hemsworth knows. Once he was 
tapped to play the title character in “Thor,” 
opening at 12:01 a.m. Friday, the Australian 
actor threw himself into a bodybuilding regi- 
men that would transform his solid but un- 
spectacular physique into one worthy of a 
Marvel superhero. 

“I don’t naturally have the kind of weight 
Thor has,” Hemsworth said. “I ate tons of 
protein. Worked out a lot. I’ve always been 
pretty active but nothing on this scale. 

“It’s deceptive. It’s such a slow process that 
when you look in the mirror every day you 
don’t realize the subtle changes. Everyone else 
around me was saying, ‘Oh my God, you’re 
huge.’ And I’m looking in the mirror and think- 
ing, ‘It’s not working. I’ve got to eat more!’ ” 

In fact, Hemsworth said, he went a bit too 
far. “I put on too much muscle. A few days be- 
fore shooting was to begin, we realized none 
of my costumes fit. I had to crash diet just to 
squeeze into them.” 

Hemsworth, 27, said playing a comic-book 
hero has special challenges. Foremost among 
them is ensuring that Thor’s human side is as 
compelling as the action and special effects. 

“Our big focus was on how to make Thor re- 
latable. These are gods speaking to each other, 
but on the other hand, these are fathers and 
sons, brothers. We can all relate to that,” he 
said. “So it was all about humanizing the gods 
and finding the truth in their lives. And once 
you find it, to not drift away into all the big col- 
orful things a movie like this can become.” 

The story finds the arrogant Thor banished 
from Asgard by his father, Odin (Anthony 
Hopkins). Sent to Earth, he must create a new 
life surrounded by mortals. The film co-stars 
Oscar winner Natalie Portman, Idris Elba, 
Stellan Skarsgard, Ray Stevenson and Rene 
Russo. 

The challenge of grounding “Thor,” yet 


making sure the 3-D action film stood above 
other big summer releases, went to director 
Kenneth Branagh. 

‘As Marvel said to me when I joined up: 
‘This is our most difficult property’ ” Branagh 
said. “There {are} so many ways for this to go 
wrong: too kitschy too campy too broad com- 
edy too sci-fi.” 

While he’s best known for filming Shake- 
speare classics such as “Henry V,” “Hamlet” 
and “Much Ado About Nothing,” Branagh 
grew up in Belfast and Reading, England, 
reading Thor comic books. 

“I was passionate about Thor,” he said. 
“There was so much there, this hero with 
primitive brute strength and the dysfunction- 
al family and always this sense of epic about it, 
the journeys and quests and vendettas.” 

Hemsworth said Branagh’s love for the 
character made him “the perfect blend of fan 
and careful filmmaker.” 

“With a film like this, it’s too easy to get 
lost in the effects, but Ken was all about story 
character, the relationships,” he said. “His vi- 
sion of Thor was that of a man looking for his 
place in life, and he made sure we all concen- 
trated on that.” 

A native of Melbourne, Hemsworth grew 
up in a non-show biz family But clearly there 
is some sort of thespian gene in the Hems- 


worth blood line: Both of his brothers are ac- 
tors. Liam was in the Nicolas Cage sleeper hit 
“Knowing,” appeared in “The Last Song” (and 
dated co-star Miley Cyrus) and has a big role 
in next year’s much-anticipated “The Hunger 
Games.” Luke is a familiar face on Australian 
TV dramas. 

“Neither of our parents are actors or in the 
business,” he said. “For whatever reason, we 
boys developed a love for acting. We grew up 
loving storytelling and movies, reading ‘The 
Lord of the Rings’ as kids and sharing a real 
sense of adventure. That has followed us into 
our adult lives.” 

Hemsworth describes his siblings as com- 
petitive but supportive. 

“We really back each other; it’s sort of a 
team effort. This business has lots of ups and 
downs, and having close friends really helps.” 

For Hemsworth, it has been mostly ups. He 
played Captain Kirk’s father, George, in J.J. 
Abrams’ 2009 “Star Trek” reboot. He already 
has completed the thriller “The Cabin in the 
Woods” (based on a Joss Whedon script) and 
a remake of the Cold War action pic “Red 
Dawn.” 

Last week, he again suited up as 
Thor as the follow-up, “The Avengers,” began 
filming. 

“I had the perfect introduction with ‘Star 


kingdom. That

The verdict: The only impressive 
thing about “Thor” is his wingspan. 

Does director Kenneth Branagh want 
us to take the movie seriously? The 
tone volleys from the humorlessness of 
“Wolverine” to the wink-wink silliness 
of “Paul,” as uptight grandiosity in the 
gods’ realm gives way on Earth to Kat 
Dennings’ (as an assistant astrophysi- 
cist) annoying comic relief in scenes 
that try clumsily for lighthearted enter- 
tainment. Hemsworth wields his mighty 
hammer with authority and “Thor” has 
a few laughs, but this isn’t the exhilarat- 
ing story of a great love or even an in- 
teresting hero. It’s a movie that wastes 
two-time Oscar nominee Jeremy 
Renner in a two-line role and features 
an extremely worn-out subplot involv- 
ing Thor’s traitorous brother (Tom 
Hiddleston). Translation: Not awesome.

Trek’ — a small role in a big, successful movie,” 
he said. “There really wasn’t much pressure 
there, and it got me ready for ‘Thor.’

The most basic of tequila experiences, one that cap- 
tures its birthplace and the creativity of its makers, can 
be found in a tiny glass filled with the clear spirit. 

Tequila silver— variously called plata (in Spanish) or 
v^hite or bianco— is the unaged cousin of reposados 
and anejos. ^t it is a plata or bianco that aficionados 
sip vv^hen they w^ant to savor the true soul of a tequila 
as v^ell as Mother Nature’s influence on the spiked 
blue agave plant from ^vhich tequila is made. 

For just as the soil and other environmental factors 
can make a w^ine distinct from another, the same is 
true vv^ith tequila. 

In the Mexican state of Jalisco, v^here the blue 
agave is grow^n, plants nurtured in the highlands’ red 
clay soil and elevation produce a tequila that’s differ- 
ent than those grow^n in the rich volcanic earth of the 
valley or lov^lands. 

Call it tequila terroir. And if you v^ant to expand 
your tequila education, consider sipping one or two in 
consort— perhaps served in the tall shot glasses called 
caballitos— and note the differences. 

“The minerals that come through in the tequilas are 
very different,” says Jacques Bezuidenhout, brand am- 
bassador for Partida Tequila, a valley tequila.

Tequila distillers have always un- 
derstood the growing region’s effect 
on agave, he adds. “Winemakers in 
Burgundy have known for hundreds 
of years the differences in their 
wines. It’s the same thing in tequila.” 

Joanne Weir, the San Francisco- 
based author of “Tequila: A Guide to 
Types, Flights, Cocktails and Bites,” 
suggests sticking to blancos when 
tasting for tequila terroir, rather than reposados or ane- 
jos where wood from the barrels can influence taste. 

“Put the tequila in your mouth and let it sit on your 
tongue until it’s to body temperature, then swaUow 
and you’ll get the true taste of what tequila is sup- 
posed to be,” Weir says. 

And that, Topolobampo sommelier Jill Gubesch 
says, in the case of highland tequilas, will “be a little 
bit more delicate. They have a little bit more of a flo- 
ral note and a sort of mineral quality The valley or 
lowlands tend to be a little bit spicier.” 

With highlands, Bezuidenhout gets “more of a cit- 
rus fruitiness, more of a subtle note to the agave, then 
some spice,” while from valley spirits he tends to “get a 
grassy vegetal spicy, peppery note, green pepper.”
